writer that having got into debt to the banks or mortgage companies they 
had a long uphill struggle to get out. They found themsely 
these financial corporations to meet interest charges rather than for them- 
selves. They vowed that once they got out of debt, they would never get in 
again, but rather would do without things until they could pay for them 
outright, tighten their belt if necessary, and carry on in the meantime. 

It is the man who is carrying a load of debt, paying heavy interest 
charges annually, possibly on no-revenue producing expenditures made in 


the past, who finds himself in real difficulty in times of business depression, | 
Any little cash he can get must be paid out again to keep himself solvent | 


instead of being available to carry him along until the tide turns again. But 


the man who has followed the policy of “pay as you go," who is free of | 


debt, is the man who can most easily weather the storm. Such a man can 
“carry on,” but the man already heavily in debt finds himself in the predica- 
ment of going in still deeper, and the final result is, all too frequently, that 
he finds himself in an impossible position, so deep in fact that he can never 
get out. 

Is the French way not the better way? Does it not make for greater 
contentment, a more consistent measure of good times, a more enjoyable, 
happier existence?

Caneda Should Have 
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The First Sleeping Car 

Was Very Different From Luxurious 
Coaches In Use Now 

Next time you travel “in a Pull- 
man" give a thought to the man who, | 
so far as the modern sleeping car is 
concerned, thought of it first. Cen- 
tenary of the birth of George Morti- | 
mer Puliman has just been ecelebrat- 
ed. He was a native of New York 
State and it was while on a night 
trip from Buffalo in the sleeping (7?) 
car of the middle-fifties—-a coach di- 
vided into four compartments, in 
each of which three bunks, one above 
the other, were built against the wall, 
and in which passengers flung them- 
selves down, fully dressed, on rough 
mattresses —that he got the idea that 
there was really no reason why such 
travelling should not be comfortable. 
Tn 1858 he went to Bloomington, IL, , 
and got the co-operation of the Chi-! 
cago and Alton Railroad, which fur- 
nished two old coaches, and at a cost 
of about $1,000 each, Pullman built 
into them 10 sections on each side, a 
linen closet, and two washrooms. The 
cars were upholstered in plush, light- 
ed with oil iamps, heated with box 
stoves, and the brakemen made up 
the beds, The backs of the seats 
were hinged, and fell downward to 
the level of the seat to form the 
“lower berth.” The “uppers” were 
simply suspended from the ceiling by 
four ropes at the corners, and hauled 
up at night to the ceiling, which was 
only a litle more than six feet high. 
* Soon Pullman surpassed all pre- 
vious dreams of luxury by building 
“The Pioneer,’ which cost $20,000. , 
This was the first car with the hinged | 
upper berth, and actually had springs, 
hitherto unheard of, and solid rubber 
shock absorbers. And yet how poor 
a thing compared with the luxurious 
coaches, with sections, compartments 
and state rooms, in use now. 

There are nearly 10,000 men em- 
ployed in building Pullman cars, and 
about 30,000 operating, maintaining 
and repairing them.
